Complaints issued 
against both 
Cain and McCoy 


\ judge in Woburn District 
Court issued criminal qomplaints 
last Friday against both former 
selectman Michael McCoy and 
Selectman Robert Cain following a 
preliminary hearing.

Then in Lowell District Court 
last month, Cain's complaint 
against McCoy was thrown out on 
the basis that the magistrate had not 
allowed a stenographer for 
McCoy 

Friday's hearing was on Cain's 
re-application for a complaint 
against McCoy, and on McCoy's 
appeal of the failure to issue the 
complaint against Cain. The 
hearing took place before Judge 
Leah Sprague of Newton

Asked about Massachusetts 
greatest attributes, Sowyrda said 
the greatest attribute was the 
people, but that the government has 
lost touch. -"People are not making 
it in Massachusetts,” he said. 

Miceli called Massachusetts a 
beautiful area, and said his voting 
record was conducive to people 
making it in Massachusetts, and for 
people staying in Massachusetts. 

You're campaigning against the 
wrong individual when you talk 
about these issues,” he said. 

Both candidates came out in favor 
of the CLT petition. Miceli pointed 
out that half the budget is manda- 
tory. He suggested that cuts could 
be made in the General Court and 
the DPW. He said that he had 
joined together with 20 other 
legislators to put together a 
package of cuts, many of which had 
been implemented. 

Sowyrda took advantage of the

But because the Sox were on 
NESN, most people with cable 
were apparently watching the 
game, not the debate. This is the 
theory of Sports Editor Rick 
Cooke. : 

They \couldn't win at the plate, 
but they won the debate. 

We picked Lawrence Street in 
Wilmington for our poll, with 
three persons making calls. Out of 
50 homes called, and 47 answering, 
we could only find one person who 
watched the debate. She thought 
Sowyrda had intelligent answers, 
and said she was going to vote 
against all incumbents 
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he voted against it. "This makes no 
sense," he said. "There's not 
enough money to fund it. There's 
no handle on what it will cost.” 

Sowyrda agreed that the present 

bill was not good, but supported 
the concept of expanded health care 
wpyerage, calling it a service as 
basic as water. He conceded that the 
state will not be in any shape to 
fund it within the next five to ten 
years. 
, On the subject of traffic, Miceli 
called for a corridor study of 
Route 38. He said there was money 
for the new bridge in Wilmington 
Center, but that being realistic, you 
could not say’there will be any 
other money on hand for the next 
few years, 

Sowyrda attacked Miceli for his 
failure to support the plan for 
Wilmington Center known as 
Alternative Three, which had been 
overwhelming approved by the 
voters. He said that the town 
needed a rep who would work with 
the selectmen. 

In the open question portion of 
the debate, Miceli called Sowyrda 
hypocritical for talking cuts, "and 
yet you had a job working for the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
and held that job until a month or 
so ago." He charged that Sowyrda 
had received the job by patronage. 

"With all due respect,” Sowyrda 
replied, " you are a liar.” 

"You're a liar!" shot back Miceli 

Sowyrda said that this was the 
typical gutter campaign that Miceli 
had run against the late Fred Cain, 
and against Rocco DePasquale. 

He said he had qualified for the 
job with the Division of 
Services and had to 
certification exam. 

Miceli's criticism of Sowyrda for 
writing columns about the rep 
while planning to run for the seat 
brought the reply, "Which of my 
‘columns would you like to 
discuss?" Sowyrda tossed out a 
column on the bill for George 
Nawn's pension qualification and 
the subject of nephew Michael 
McCoy, who broke the nose of a 
fellow selectman. 

Miceli responded that the Nawn 
bill was a home rule petition, and 
said the fight had nothing to do 
with him, 

At this point, the debate format 
had become confused, and Miccli 
was granted a second question 
Sowyrda lost a turn. 

Miceli asked where Sowyrda 
would get the money to do the 
things he talked about. Sowyrda 
turned again to the list of cuts that 
Miceli had yoted against, 
suggesting cutting the Governor's 
Council, and $1.9 million from the 
zoos, both of which Miceli had 
opposed. He also listed a cap on 
salaries for 4he presidents and 
chancellors of universities; a ten 
percent cut in overtime, and cuts in 
“state cars. 

Miceli then charged that Sowyrda 
had done nothing while on the 
Shawsheen Tech board. 

"When I was elected to that 
commitiee, there was absolute 
budget chaos," Sowyrda respon- 
ded. He pointed to the bringing on 
of a new superintendent-director, 
the elimination of the smoking 

area, the publication of a student 
handbook and the formulation of a 
tough drug policy, which was 
commended. by an official of the 
Justice Department as being one of 
the toughest in the Northeast 

“And another thing," said 
Sowyrda. "I won't vote for the 
Voke Aid bill and then not fund it 
so those kids are cheated.” 
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Tech board reduces

On a recommendation by Shaw- 
n Tech Supt./Director Charles 
Lyons, the regional school com- 
mittee voted last month to reduce 
existing assessments to all member 
towns by $129,782. This action

Ballot question could cost $1.4m

If ballot Question 3 is approved in 

November, Tewksbury could lose 
+ up to $1.4 million in funding, acc- 

ording to a report from the Mass. 

Department of Revenue. 

The referendum question, put on 
the ballot by the tax-fighting group 
Citizens for Limited Taxation, will 
roll back fees and taxes to the 1988 
level if approved by voters. 

Town Manager David Cressman 
on Tuesday said Tewksbury has one 
of the "leanest" town budgets in the 
area, with over 91 percent of all 
non-discretionary spending used to 
provide for police, fire, DPW and 
school services to the town. 

In comparison, Cressman offered 
the percentages of non-fixed town 
spending on police, fire, DPW and 
school service for other area towns, 
with Chelmsford spending 90.1 
percent of discretionary funds on 
those services; Methuen using 89.9 


island - crawling through the 
dungeon corridor, walking the 
beach, climbing the rocks and 
sitting in the sun. 


percent of it's discretionary budget; 
Dracut's spending 88 percent; the 
town of Wilmington spending 80 
percent and Andover at 76 percent. 

But the tax rollback referendum, 
if approved, would hurt the towns 
unevenly, Cressman said, reading 
from the revenue report. 

Tewksbury would stand to lose an 
estimated $1.4 million of Question 
3 passes, he said, and Dracut would

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Emergency master keys 
needed for housing units

An incident at Deming Way early 
Tuesday morning led members of 
the Deming Way Tenant's Associa- 
tion and the Wilmington Housing 
Authority to seek to prevent 
similar problems in the future. 

According to association presi- 
dent Jo Wakefield, an emergency 
alarm went off in the apartment of 
one tenant around 5 a.m. Though 
fire and police responded to the 
call, they apparently were not able 
to enter the apartment because no 
one had the master key. The tenant 
finally came to the door to let the 
officers in, Wakefield said, adding 
though, "that man could have been 
dying in there." 

Board members agreed it was 
fortunate there was no serious 
emergency. They noted, however, 
that both the fire and police 
departments have access to a mas- 
ter key in case of an emergency. 


Chairman Michael Donovan 
suggested members contact the 
town manager and fire and police 
chiefs to make sure officers are 
able to access apartments quickly in 
the future. 

“This is our first test... obviously 
we failed it," Donovan said. 

It was pointed out that only a few 
of the older elderly units have 
emergency alarms that work 
properly. Executive Director Ella 
Belmore said because of the state's 
fiscal constraints, the Executive 
Office of Communities and Deve- 
lopment is neither funding the 
repair of faulty alarms nor instal- 
ling them in new units. Some 
discussion ensued on a proposal by 
Donovan to test alarms on a 
monthly basis. The chairman said, 
by maintaining the alarms, those 
residents fortunate enough to have 
them would know they can rely on 
them in case of an emergency. 


Police issue 
warning on 'scams' 


Due to a noticeable increase in 
fraudulent activity directed toward 
the elderly, the Police Department 
has drawn up the following 
information to help make you 
aware of some of the "scams" that 
have resulted in the loss of 
thousands of dollars to innocent 
vicums. 

The most popular activity 
involves what the Police 
Department refers to as "Gypsy" 
paving crews. These people 
"roam" throughout the east coast, 
and have been in Wilmington many 
times in the past. Their method is 
to solicit paving jobs from the 
elderly, who are told that "we have 
some extra hottop on the truck 
from a job that we are doing." 
Usually they promise a price a few 
hundred dollars, but in fact end up 
charging up to several thousand 
dollars. They go so far as toy 
threaten the people if they don't 
pay, and are willing to take the 
elderly to their bank so that they 
can make withdrawals. Payments» 
by check are al 
minutes of being signed. 

These "gypsy" crews also are 
known to enter the homes of their 
victims under the premise that they 
are looking for a drink of water. 
Many victims have found cash and 
jewelry missing from their 
bedrooms. 

Another scam involves two or 
three men in a full size pickup 
truck who will pose as utility, 
cable, or other contractors, and tell 
the homeowner that they have to do 
some emergency repairs, Others 
claim to be repairing chimneys or 
lightning rods. They frequently 
take the homeowner out of his 
house, while another worker enters 
the house and steals valuables. The 


several hours. 

Another popular "flim-flam" 
involves the old saying, "If it 
sounds too good to be true, it 
probably is." This usually involves 
a subject calling a victim, and 
telling him that he works for a 
trucking company, a storage 
company or a large retailer, and 
that he has an "overstock" of 
television, camcorders, VCRs or 
other expensive items. The victim 
is quoted prices that are literally, 
too good to be true. He is told that 
if he buys in sufficient quantity, he 
can take advantage of these prices 
by meeting another person at the 
loading dock at a local retailer. 
After a large quantity of cash is 
exchanged, the victim is to told to 
pull their vehicle to the loading 
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dock, where naturaliy, nobody 
ever delivers the goods. It is 
common that victims lose up to 
$10,000 in this type of scam. 

In the event you are approached 
at your home by anybody looking 
to give you a great deal, keep in 
mind a few of these tips: 


1. Most legitimate businessmen 
carry "business card: 
one, and study it, Check to see that 
they are local. 

2. Most legitimate businesses do 
not go soliciting for work with the 
intent of starting the job "now." 

3. Do not allow a contractor to 
take you out of the house, away 
from the doors where somebody 
else might sneak in. 

4. If you have any suspicion or 
concern about the gontractor, find 
them tobe forceful or mani- 
pulative, contact the Police 
Department at 658-3331. 

Remember, no legitimate busi- 
nessman would ever turn down 
work just because you inquired of 
the Police Department if they Wer 
legitimate. 

All of these ploys have been used 
in Wilmington within the past year 
and are certain to occur again 
unless residents are diligent and 
wary of what the results might be.

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Housing authority to 
pursue affordable home

Members of the Wilmington 
Housing Authority said Tuesday 
they are Prepared to go to court to 
take possession of a home on Ohio 
Street if that's what it takes to see 
that the developers follow an 
appeals board decision. 

The controversial home on lot 24 
was built by Peter DeGennaro and 
Dick Staurt of Ohio Street Realty 
Trust. The Wilmington Board of 
Appeals allowed the developers to 
increase density in their sub- 
division if the home was sold to the 
housing authority for $65,000 for 
an affordable house. The sale was 
delayed when the state Executive 
Office of Communities and 
_Development told the authority to 
“withhold $5,000 for unfinished 
work on the property. The 
developers then said they did not 
want to do business with the board. 


Chairman Michael Donovan said 
he had recently met with 
Tepresentatives from the boards of 
selectmen and appeals, and the 
town manager in hopes of 
resolving the issue. Donovan said 
Tuesday there was a consensus that 
the town wants the developers to 
honor their commitment. He said 
his board was willing to work with 
the builders. Selectman Chester 
Bruce added the home is one of 
four that should be turned over to 
the authority for less than market 
value because of the appeals board 
decision, 

An offer to purchase the Ohio 
Street home was sent to DeGennaro 
and Stuart about two weeks ago. If 
no reply is received by the two 
weck deadline, said Donovan, then 
legal steps would be taken to obtain 
the home. 


Health board

A letter asking local boards of 
health to encourage restaurants and 
other public establishments to 
install condom vending machines 
was met with anger on the part of 
Wilmington health officials at their 
meeting Monday night.

As an override looms on the horizon in Tewksbury, » 


Selectman Charles Coppola tried to institute some much 
needed fiscal leadership. He proposed that all department 
heads’ salaries by rolled back to last year's levels. While 
this may notbe fair, it is just the type of leadership that the 
townspeople are looking for, before they are willing to go 
to the polls and raise their own taxes. 

To show that he is willing to share the burden, Coppola 
and Selectman Lou Carciofi supported a rollback of the 
pay for the selectmen. It should be noted that the 
Tewksbury Board of Selectmen is by far the highest paid 
board of selectmen in the region, maybe the country. 

But true to form, Chairman of the Board William Hurton 
and his minions voted to table both of these actions. This is 
not surprising, given the fact that while our school 
children -face impending cuts in education, and as a result 
heir future, the majority of the board of selectmen has 
spent most of its-efforts securing political and financial 
security for their cronies and their spouses. Their lack of 
action is reminiscent of the old adage, "While Nero 
fiddled, Rome bumed." 

majority of the sclectmen have been content to throw 
the responsibility on the townspeople. This uncourageous 
way of dealing with the problems of the town is the very 
cause of why we have these problems in the first place. 

The town manager form of government was supposed to 
deal with a lot of these crony problems that the town faces. 
If not in truth, then in perception. But, alas, no such luck. 
The crony trail just keeps rolling along. If you have any 
doubt, just check the layoff notices that went out on 
Monday. Mrs. Theresa Gillette, who has seniority over the 
wife of the chairman of the finance committee got one,

The town manager form of government was supposed to 
produce some creative budget practices.

What this will do is to shift about two/thirds of the 
increase in taxes onto the business community, which is not 
desirable but may be our only hope to convince the 
taxpayer that it is time to loosen the reins of Proposition 2 
1/2 

The present plan being set forth by the majority of the 
board of selectmen, led by Chairman Bill Hurton is a 
sham. First let the override go down the tubes. After that 
the town will have a town meeting to reduce the budget. If 
that does not occur, the town will then institute a user fee 
for garbage collection 

Well, in case you don't already know this, the whole 
thing is a sham. Hurton and the boys known damn well, 
based on history, that the townspeople will not override 
the 2 1/2 levy under present conditions, Further, they 
know that the town meeting is dominated by town 
employees and school parents who will not let our services 
and education be ravaged. 

This leaves only one alternative. A garbage collection 
fee. Well guess who doesn't pay a garbage collection fee 
based on the Hurten Plan? The businesses of Tewksbury, 
since they already have private collection. This eliminates 
the industrial and business community from sharing in the 
tax burden increase, Second, the condominiums in town 
won't share in the burden either since they also have 
private collection. 

Now under my plan, which would be a two year plan, we

The following year we 
would institute trash fee with actual preparation and 
planning, 

With this plan, over a two year period, the town could 
spread the override impact over all segments of the tax 
base. 

The basic results would be that the homeowner would 
feel that the town was trying,to solve this crisis creatively. 
Of course, this plan will go nowhere unless Bill Hurton 
and the boys get off their duffs and do something to protect 
our school system. ‘

Does Massachusetts 
need a state census? 


by Denise De Guglielmo 

As it gets closer to Election Day, 
November 6, voters are being 
alerted to the significance of a 
"yes" or "no" vote on the six ballot 
questions, 

The first is a proposed 
amendment to the Constitution that 
will abolish the state census, which 
is used as the basis for determining 
electoral districts, 

While most attention is focused 
on Question 3, which is sponsored 
by Citizens for Limited Taxation, 
Question 1 has been pushed to the 
sidelin 

Massachusetts is the only state 
that conducts its own census to 
reapportion legislative and 
councillor districts instead of 
relying on the federal census taken 
every 10 years. 

Rep. John Businger wrote the 
argument in favor of this 
amendment in the "Information for 
Voters" booklet that was written to 
inform voters about the six ballot 
questions, In this booklet, 
published by the Office of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, 
Businger wrote that the state can 
save money by relying on the 
federal census that is paid for by 
federal tax dollars. Since the 1985 
state census cost the state about 
$6.5 million, this could be a step 
toward repairing the state's fiscal 
distress. 

Rep. William Galvin wrote the 
argument against this amendment 
in the same booklet, stating that the 
abolition of the state census will 
deprive Massachusetts of its only 
independent tabulation of 
residents. 

He also wrote that since the state 
census is administered by clerks 
who are more familiar with 
communities, they're more able to 
provide an accurate count. If 
inaccurate statistics result from the 
federal census, it could cost cities 
and towns more, especially if an 
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error was made in the distribution 
of local aid. 

The adoption of this amendment 
was approved by the General Court 
in joint ions of the House of 
Representatives and the Senate on 
December 17, 1987 by a vote of 
180 to 6, and on June 11, 1990 bya 
vote of 186 to 6. 

A 'Yes' vote means abolish the 
state census, 

A'No' vote means keep it.

Tewksbury school news 
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In the depths of depression, 
she tapped a well of creativity 


People faced with adversity have 
been known to reach within and 
bring forth great works. 

Such is the case with Dee Genetti 
Paralyzed in a 1983 traffic acci- 
dent, she has since existed with the 
feeling that she is trapped. Her life 
went from that of an active mother 
with two young children and two 
businesses to that of a paraplegic, 
unable to get out of her own house 
without help. 

Her husband Dominick bore the 
brunt of caring for their two sons, 
Christopher and Blake, and his 
paralyzed wife, even carrying her 
in and out of the house when 
necessary. 

The mental and physical pain 
drove her into a deep depression 
She spent months in the hospital, 
wanting to die. She was in denial, 
having terrible nightmares from 
the accident — and was keeping 
them to herself 

Gradually, her thoughts began to 
take shape in poetry, and she began 
to write. 

The writing turned out to be good 
therapy for her, and things began 
to come together, On paper, she 
was able to express what she could 
not verbalize. Her situation was 
diagnosed as Post Traumatic

Suess. 

Seven years after her accident, 
the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts finally approved a personal 
care attendant for her, and she was 
able to live outside the hospital 
environment. The state also paid to 
have a wheelchair lift installed at 
her house on Marcus Road in 
Wilmington 

In recent months, her life has 
improved. With the help of her 


personal care attendant, she is now 
able to manage the care of herself, 
She is hoping that the funding does 
not fall victim to the state budget 
woes, 

Very significant is her new job, at 
the Northeast Independent Living 
Center in Lawrence, where she 
works as an independent living 
skills training specialist, providing 
training for people in similar 
situations. She has also gone back 
to school. to finish her degree. She 
plans to graduate from Leslie 
College with a bachelors in human 
services and a masters in psy- 
chology and counseling. 

Her situation has improved, but 
sull needs improvement. 

She has assembled her poems into 
a book, entitled "They forgot I had 
feelings, though I could not feel.” 

She sent the book to Carlton Press 
in New York and, much to her 
Surprise, the book has been 
accepted for publication. 

Many of the poems express the 
feelings that she has experienced, 
living trapped in a body and a 
chair, The poems reflect her deep 
depression, and her reactions to 
how others would treat her. 

The title poem of the book 
follows: 


They forgot I had feelings 
though | could not feel 


The forgot I had feeli

They wouldn't talk to me 
until I would heal 


My physical condition 
an obvious plight 

with little mobility

Exterior light remodeling is an inex 
pensive way to show off your home's 
best features. Light fixtures coordi 
nated with the style of your house will 
not only enhance its appearance but 
will provide light for safety and con- 


venience, « 


Most projects are easy to do yourself 
but require a knowledge of simple elec 
trical wiring. Hire an electrician if 
you're not familiar with the basic tech 
niques 

General guidelines 

Select fixtures that match the look of 
your house. For contemporary homes 
opaque, white glass or diffusing plastic 
fixtures work best. These obscure the 
bulb, reduce and soften the 
overall effect

For more traditional settings, 
choose clear glass lanterns with low 
wattage decorative bulbs. Lanterns

It’s often said that a house is only as 
good as the foundation on which it is 
built.

“The reason it’s so important to pre 
pare the surface properly is to insure that 
the paint adheres well,” advises Walt 
Gozdan, technical director of The Rohm 
and Haas Paint Quality Institute, “Taking 


shortcuts is just inviting future prob- 
lems.” 

How should you prepare exterior sur- 
faces for painting? Gozdan offers these 
suggestions: 

* Remove flaking paint. “To make 
sure that you get down to.a sound sur 
face, use a scraper or wire brush to re 
move any loose or flaking paint that's 
present. Finish the job by sanding any

* Remove any “chalk” 
Old weathered paint is of 
with a powdery substance, called ch alk, 
that can prevent fresh paint from adher 
ing well to the surface. This can usually 
be removed by. washing down the surface 
with a simple soap and water solution 
made from common dishwashing deter- 
gent 

* Wash away dirt or mildew. These 
problems are most prevalent on the north 
and west sides of a house, according to 
Gozdan, who advises using a bleach solu. 
tion to combat them. Wiping down the 
surface with bleach solution will kill 
most of the mildew and take away most 
of the blackness. “Be sure to rinse the 
surface thoroughly with water before 
painting.” says Gozdan 

* Use a primer over bare wood sur 
faces. Primers help prevent the top-coat 
of paint from be! 
wood. They also ¢ a smooth surface 
to which paint will readily adh Ask 
your local paint retailer to recommend a 
primer that’s right for the job,you're do: 
ing,” advises Gozdan 

* On concrete or stucco surfaces, fill 


+in holes and cracks. For large cracks in 


masonry, be sure to use 4 caulking mate 
rial that will expand or contract when the 
temperature changes. 

* Last, but perhaps most importantly 
paint with a top quality acrylic latex 
product. “Although these paints cost a 
few dollars more, the investment is well 
worth it,” says Gozdan. “They outlast 
and outperform other products. And 
they provide a kind of ‘insurance’ against 
errors you might have made in surface 
Preparation because they have superior 


adhesion characteristics.” 2538303

Paint when weather is right 


@Regardless of where you live, there's a 
good time and a bad time to undertake 
home exterior painting jobs 
The quick rule of thumb is to avoid 
temperature extremes, but for best re- 
sults, consider all climatic conditions, 
advise paint experts at The Rohm and 
Haas Paint Quality Institute 
ct day for outdoor painting 
offer temperatures in the 70 to 85 
range, little or no wind and over- 
cast skies, In much of the country, those 
conditions occur most frequently in 
spring and autumn 
However, it’s not always possible to 
wait for a picture-perfect day to paint, so 
it's important to understand the relation 
ship between weather conditions and 
painting results 
As most paint can labels tell you, it’s 
unwise to paint when the temperature is 
below 50 degrees Fahrenheit. or when it 
is predicted to fall below that mark in the 
next day or two. But just because the air 
témperature’ is above 50 degrees doesn't 
mean the surface to be painted is warm 
enough 
If the nighttime temperature was be 
low freezing. the surface-of your home 
may be too cold to paint even if the air 
temperature gets above 50 de 
That's especially true on the north side of 
the home, which gets the least sunshine 
Why is the cold a problem? It prevents 
the paint from forming a good film. 
which makes the paint more vulnerable 
to attack from the elements 
Very hot weather (100 degrees or 
more) can create similar problems by 
causing’ the water in paint to evaporate 
too quickly, preventing adequate forma 
tion of the protective paint film 


Remember, too, that if the sun is beat- 
ing down on your house, the surface tem- 
perature can be 10 or 20 degrees hotter 
than the air temperature. As a result, it’s 
best to avoid painting in the glaring sun 

If you must paint in the hot sun, spray 


the surface with water to cool it down to. +, 


a suitable temperature, The damp sur: 
face can be coated with lic latex 
paint, but not with oil-based coatings. 

Very windy days also will cause paint 
to dry too fast, so paint on calmer days if 
you can 

And although you shouldn't paint 
while it is raining, you can paint just after 
it rains—often within a half-hour after 
the rain stops if the surface is not visibly 
wet—as long as you are using a latex 
paint product. In most cases, you can't 
paint soon after rain with an oil or other 
solvent-based paint 


What if the rain conits after you've 
painted? As long as you've used a latex 
product, the rain shouldn't affect the 
paint job, assuming the paint is applied at 
least a couple of hours before it rains. 
Keep in mind that very high humidity 
will retard the drying of any paint 

Aside from following these weather 
rules on home exterior painting projects. 
The Paint Quality Institute recommends 
that you choose a top quality acrylic latex 
paint —flat, satin, semigloss or gloss 
because of its more forgiving perform 
ance characteristics. 

And if you have unanswered questions 
about the best time to paint in your area, 
ask for advice at your neighborhood 
paint or hardware store, or decorating 
center. They are great sources of infor

Back when my hair was short, in 
my U.S. Air Force days, we had a 
poster with our motto in the base's 
Disaster Preparedness office: “If 
you fail to prepare, you prepare to 
fail." 

Another motto was "Plan for the 
worst and hope for the best." Both 
mottoes make sense. 

Our job in Disaster Preparedness 
was to keep the base open and fully 
function under the worst conditions 
imagineable, from bad weather to a 
full-fledged nuclear missile attack. 
We were the Last Resort. ’ 

Disaster (literally "bad star” in 
Latin) Preparedness. 

Being ready for the worst. 

Having what you need, when you 
absolutely have to have it. 

Those of us who take to the woods 
and fields, in particular, should be 
ready for anything. Are you? 

No, no, no. Ask yourself again. 
Afe you honestly prepared? 

Do you maintain a full.change of 
clothes in your car? No? Amazing. 
It doesn't take up much room, and 
it's an absolute must if you get we 
You can die of hypothermia, cold 
and shivering, for lack of those old 
clothes in your bottom drawer. 

Sure, you've got plenty of tackle 
and flotation cushions in the boat, 
but how about a cigarette lighter, in 
case you get blown onto a deserted 
shoreline with night coming on? 
Non-smokers never have a lighter. 

Think about it. How prepared are 
you for a visit to the Last Resort? 

How much room would a couple 
of cans of food take up in a boat? 

Does your vehicle, boat or car, 


* have what we humorously called an 


"Oklahoma Credit Card," a six-foot 
length of common garden hose, for 
siphoning fuel? 

You've got 4 nifty compass and a 
good knife, Fine. How skilled are 
you in using both? Can you chart « 
walking course around a mountain? 
Can you build a lean-to in the dark? 
Knowledge and training is the first 
and foremost preparation for any 
type of problem. Learn! 

How about a first-aid kit that is 
equipped to handle a gunshot, not 
just a fancy box of old Band-aids? 
A friend of mine once-had bullets 
pinging off the rocks around him in 
the Utah mountains, but there was 
nobody shooting that he could sce, 
or even the sound of gunshots. He 
was doomed if one of the slugs had 
struck home. 

Anything can happen, at any time, 
and always when.you least expect it 
Naturally, if you expected to spend 
anight in the woods you might have 
taken along blankets, a lantern and 
a box of food. Finding yourself i. 
extremis is just too late. 

Say your car conks out on the way 
to deer camp, on a road thal sees six 
vehicles a month at the very height 
of the tourist season. Suddenly you 
land in a world of hurt. 


Boating, in particular, carries all 
sorts of hazards. Puttering around 
a lake full of tourists is safe enough, 
provided you avoid on-board fire, 
unlike that poor soul who burned to 
the waterline on the Merrimack this 
past summer. But how about a big 
lake, or the ocean. If the-weather 
turns, or your motor dies, you're in 
deep sneakers mighty quick.

She's 'Ms. President'

If you fancy the New England 
Patriots opting for an attitude 
transplant re their approach to 
women, consider exposing them 
to a Rotary drill. 

The Reading Rotary Club 
opened its doors to women about 
three and a half years ago with 

rmish, scuffle or scowl - 
and just inducted its seventh sis- 
ter, under 1990-91 President - and 
Reading Public Library Director - 
Susan Flannery. 

“When a colleague of mine,” 
she says, “a member of the Salem 
Rotary Club, found out I was 
going to be president of the 
Reading club, he said, ‘See, what 
they said was going to happen ‘is 
already happening,’ 

“And I asked, ‘What’s that?’ 

“And he » ‘You let women 
in and they just take over.’ 

Seging both the hurnorous and 
not-so-funny aspects of bet 
fricnd’s teasing, Flannery says, 
think some people are afraid at 
‘women taking over’ and I cer- 
tainly don’t think that’s a valid 
fear - but a number of clubs do 
not have women members and do 
Not appear to be interested in hay- 
ing women member 

Rotary District 793 covers 41 
towns in the northwest suburban 
area, including Burlington, 
Lynnfield, North Reading, 
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And, 
of course, Delmar Window Coverings 
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70% 
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Reading, Stoneham, Wakefield, 
Wilmington, Winchester, and 
Woburn. Three of those 41 clubs - 
East Boston, Hyde Park and 
Reading - have women presidents. 
The Tewksbury Rotary Club, in a 
neighboring district, is another 
story. 


“The Reading Rotary Club has 
been extremely receptive to 
worien,” says Flannery. “During 
the first full year that women were 
invited to join, there were two on 
the board of directors - which says 
a lot about how open-minded and 
receptive Reading Rotary is to 
new members, regardless of 
whether they're male or female.” 

According to Flannery, Rotary 
is always looking for new mem- 
bers, especially those willing to 
put time into community and club. 
Although club members usually 
extend the first membership invi- 
tations, they are open to everyone 
who approaches them. 

“Rotary requires that members’ 


businesses be in_Reading or in a. 


contiguous town, unless, of 
course, they live in a community 
not served by a club,” she says. 
“About half our members live in 
Reading.” 

Most Reading Rotary members 
live in thesgreater Middlesex East 
area - in towns such as 
Tewksbury, Chelmsford, Ipswich, 
Andover, Stoneham, Melrose, and 
Reading, with some retired mem- 
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bers and former presidents as far 
away as West Palm Beach, 
Florida. 

“When I first joined, I didn’t 
know what to expect and I was 
very pleased to feel that I was 
treated just like everybody else, 
like a regular member - which | 
was,” says Flannery. “That’s so 
important. 

“Women ‘don’t want to be treat- 
ed differently. 

“They want to be treated the 
same, and Reading club members 
have done that quite well. It may 
be why the club has so many 
women members.” 

Flannery would probably be 
the last to admit that her meteoric 
rise to the presidency has every- 
thing to do with her, and nothing 
to do with her gender. 

As program chairperson last 
year, she and the ever-mis- 
chievous Arnold Berger arranged 
for a member of Rotary 
International to speak to the club 
about attendarice at meetings. 

That is, she told the club to 
expect a guest from Rotary 
International. 

“Arnold and-I secretly hired 
David Fitzgerald who is a local 
comedia’ she says. “He went 
through a list of all the members, 
and came in and did a hilarious, 
facetious routine on poor atten- 
dance at the club.”

“He came up with great materi- 
al on our members,” says 
Flannery. “Something really 
funny about each one, and then he 
razzed the people who didn’t have 
great altendance.” 

As for the people who'd never 
missed a meeting, he had only one 
thing to say: “Get a life!” 

“Tt was a way of saying some 
significant things about the impor- 
tance of being at meetings but in a 
really funny way,” she says. “It 
really went over well - David 
Fitzgerald was great.”

with a light touch. “He took a sab- 
batical for a year to help raise 
money for the aid and comfort of 
AIDS patients, for hospices and 
services,” says Flannery.

Someone is in the house. 
Someone we don't want there. 
This is a very basic fear most of 
us have experienced on one. level 
or another. Writer Daniel Pync 
came up with a tremendous twist 
to that old chestnut. The someone 
in the house is your tenant and 
he's not out to get you, just -your 
property. Unless, of course, you 
happen to get in the way. 

Melanie Griffith and Matthew 
Modine play a young San 
Franciscan couple who decide to 
take the ultimate step together. 
No, not get married, These days 
there is much more commitment 
in buying a house, The two sink 
everything they have into a gor- 
geous Victorian that they lovingly 
restore. In order to mect the mort- 
gage payments, they must rent out 
the two downstairs units, keeping 
the top floor for themselves. 

No problem with rear unit, a 
quict Japanese couple prove to be 
ideal tenants. It is when Michael 


Keaton moves into the studio that” 


this white clapboard building 
could be renamed the Hearthreak 
House. 

Keaton is a crafty, -intelligent 
Psychopath who preys on the cou- 
ple's naivete and innate trust. He 
also knows the law is structured to 
protect tenants, not landlords. The 
idea is to egg the owners on until 
they crack, allowing Keaton to 
sue them for civil damages and go 

+ after the property as a settlement. 

Well, it's a bit more complicat- 
ed and insidious than that, but you 
get the picture. This brilliant, 
believable plot is molded into a 
heart-pounding thriller.under the 
guiding hand of director John 
Schlesinger. With the exception of 
one questionable scene in which 
Griffith knows Keaton is in the 
house but returns there alone, the 


film manages to slather on the 
suspense until we're white-knuck- 
ling our arm rests. 

From the first scenes we sym- 
pathize with Griffith and Modine. 
They are nice, average people 
who simply want their slice of the 
American dream. We're drawn 
into a relationship that begins to 
warp under the strain of dealing 
with their wacko tenant. 

While Modine.is charismatic as 
the enraged victim, it is Griffith 
who has the stronger role. She's 
smart enough not to fall for 
Keaton's ploys and never gives 
into her anger as Modine does. 
Not only can she rewire a house 
and wicld a staple gun, but 
Griffith's character is braver and 
more resourceful than Modine's. 

Of course, none of this would 
have meshed without Keaton, 
whose dark performance is espe- 
cially menacing because of its 
understatement. This guy never 
screams or threatens or loses con- 
trol. Keaton's scariest moment is 
so subtle you almost miss it. He's 
just taken a beating, something he 
often endures in his line of work. 
As the blood streams down his 
face, his lip curls into the barest of 
smiles. It's a cold and calculating

The celebration when he came 
home was like a coronation with 
uncles, aunts, cousins, nephews 
and nieces who came to congratu- 
late the new citizen of the United 
States. For the next 40 years, my 
father honored the oath he took by 
never missing the opportunity to 
go to the polls to vote on primary 
and election days. He never voted 
for a "name." He always knew 
who to vote for because he asked 
each candidate, "What have you 
done in your work, business or 
personal life that merits my vote?" 


A politician ran into a newspa- 
per's office and shouted to the edi- 
tor, "Everything you printed about 
me are lies-lies-lies!" The editor 


calmed him down and said, 
don't see why you have anything 
to be upset about.
